Slayer’s Car, Stolen From 
Kansas City, Is Seized. 
$100,000 Reward. 


Sangus, Calif.. Dec. 19 (A.P.).—A 
Man sought as a possible suspect in 
the slaying of Marian Parker, Los 
Angeles school girl, leaped from 
@ northbound Southern Pacific train 
near here tonight when the train was 
boarded by searching officers. He es- 
caped as the shotgun of a deputy 
sheriff sent a hail of lead after him. 

The man, possibly wounded, vanished 
in the thick brush lining the tré@ks. 
Within a half hour a posse of 250 
men, armed with pistols and shot- 
guns, started beating the countryside 
in search of him. 

The search was prompted by a 
message from the chief of police of 


‘San Fernando that a man answering 
.the description of the Los Angeles 
' killer 


had boarded the northbound 
coast limited just before it pulled out 
of San Fernando station. 

At Newhall, a short distance south 
of here, Constable Seltzer and Deputy 
Sheriff Bogardus boarded the train and 
began a search for the fugitive. 

Los Angeles, Calif. (A.P.)—A vacant 
house, believed by police to have been 
the headquarters of the murderer of 
| 12-year-old Marian Parker during the 
early stages of the kidnaping piot, was 
discovered here tonight. 

a suspected house is on Manhattan 
street in close proximity to the spot 
where the slayer Saturday night coi- 
lected $1,500 from the father. Perry M 
Parker, and left the child’s torso in a 
gutter 

Captain of Detectives Cahill and Po- 
lice Commissioner Thorpe announced 
they had discovered in the house a 
torn scrap of paper, with the word, 
“Marian” barely legible upon it. 

Three Had Used House. 


Neighbors informed the officers that 
two men and a woman answering the 
description of the supposed perpetrators 
of the crime moved out of the house 
several days ago. Cahill said th 
house had every appearance of having 
been deserted hastily. Police said the 
scrap of paper might have been a part 
of a draft of one of the ransom notes. 
The discovery of what police detec- 
tives termed the fiend’s “watch tower,” 
&® vantage point where he was able to 
Spy upon the movements of the slain 
child’s family and upon detectives 
staked out about the house of tragedy 
was announced as a bit of evidence 
amounting to a definite connection 
with the kidnaper-slayer’s movements. 
The “watch tower” was an unused 
Greek letter fraternity room on the 
second floor of a private garage, a 
vantage point which afforded a com- 
plete sweep of the vicinity about the 
Parker home. The owner declared the 
fraternity members had let the rent go 
two months in arrears, that. the place

AIRMEN ARE SEEKING 
ENDURANCE RECORD 


Two in California Hope to 
Break World Mark of 52 


Hours, 22 Minutes. 

San Francisco, Dec. 19 (A.P.).— 
Radioing a message of confidence that 
they would remain aloft until a new 
world’s endurance flying record is es- 
tablished, Lieut. George R. Pond, U. S 
N., and Capt. Charles Kingsford-Smith. 
of Australia, today passed the half-way 
mark in their attempt to break the 
present record of 52 hours, = minutes 
and 31 seconds. 

They are flying the _ trimotored 
Fokker monoplane Southern Cross, re- 
named the Spirit of California. The 
aviators took the air at 8:23 a.m yes- 
terday from Mills Field, San Francisco 
and must remain up until 12:46 p. m. 
tomorrow to equal the record, which 
was established in Germany last sum- 
mer by Edzard and Risticz. , 

With her gasoline load lightened, the 
plane experienced no further difficulty 
with tie tail flutter that helped balk 
three earlier attempts. Hourly reports 
by radio from the’ pilots told of exce]- 
lent fiying conditions and perfectly 
functioning motors. 

The total weight of the ship and’ load 
at the time of the take-off was esti- 
mated at close to 16,000 pounds. This 
was believed to include more load than 
has been lifted by any plane on the 
Pacific Coast. The ship carried 1,422 
gallons of gasoline and 44 gallons of oll.

Resolution of Walsh, of 
Montana, Relegated 
to Committee.

The measure that probably would 
have decided bearing on the discussion 
of Senator Walsh, of Montana, as a 
presidential possibility, was virtually 
kiNed by the Senate yesterday. It was 
his proposal to investigate the so-called 
power trust. By a vote of 40 to 36 with 
party lines broken on both sides, it was 
committed to the Interstate Commerce 
committee, trom which no one expects 
it to emerge. 

By’ this measure the Montana sena- 
tor had hoped to launch a sweeping 
inquiry into public utilities, the water- 
power industry and what not, the rami- 
fications of which promised one of the 
most extensive investigations ever 
undertaken, He had planned to search 
through the various alleged interlock- 
ing directories, to break into the mo- 
nopolies. In a few months the Demo- 
crats hoped to have obtained enough 
campaign material to carry them 
through three elections,.not to speak 
of the important one now just ahead 
But it was the very ramifications 


through which the inquiry bade fair to 
lead that proved its undoing. It 


threatened such Democratic centers as 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Louisiana 
and Delaware.

New York, Dec. 19 (A.P.).—The 
record for safe submersion in the 
dozen submarine accidents suffered 
by the United States Navy since 
1915 is 40 hours. That record its 
held by the 8-5, sister ship of the 
broken S-4, imprisoned since Sat- 
urday afternoon in 102 feet of 
water off Provincetown, Mass.

King’s Bench Ends Long Fight 
Over Default in Payment 
of Supertax. 


CASE CARRIED TO PEERS 


London, Dec. 19 (A.P.).—Judgment 
for £77,866—about $380,000—against 
Harry Payne Whitney, New York 
sportsman and financier, for default in 
the payment of a supertax in England, 
was granted by the king’s bench divi- 
sion today. 

The attorney general told the judge 
Whitney had fought the assessment, 
which covered several years, right to 
the House of Lords, which decided that 
a foreign resident. ahroad. is none the 
less liable to the supertax. 

“After assuraricé ‘that hé ‘was good 
for the money owing,” said the, attor- 
ney general, “it was now stated that 
Mr. ‘Whitney’ had ‘no’ assets ‘in’ this 
country because he had removed them 
in the meantime. I am not discussing 
the morality of that program. I am 
only asking judgment against him for 
the £77,866 claimed.” 

Whitney has fought the assessment 
of a supertax in Great Britain for sev- 
eral years, the court of appeals de- 
ciding against him and the House of 
Lords dismissing his appeal in No- 
vember, 1925. ‘Tax collectors asserted 
Whitney and his wife .ignored notices 
from the income tax commissioners for 
the four succéssive yéars prior to 1921, 
whereupon .the commissioners made an 
assessment on their income. arising 
from sources tn Great Britain.

TALESMEN TO TESTIFY 
TODAY, GORDON SAYS 


Burns Agency Men Question- 
ed Closely in Trial of Six 
for Contempt.

Activities of three Burns operatives. 
who during the Fall-Sinclair conspir- 
acy trial shadowed Juror Edwa J 
Kidwell at various times, occupied the 
entire time of the contempt trial of 
Harry F. Sinclair, Henry Mason Day. 
Sheldon Clark, William J. Burns, W 
Sherman Burns and William J. Vietsch 
yesterday. The evidence was intended 
evidently as a prelude to the appear- 
ance of Juror Kidwell on the stand. 
which Maj. Peyton Gordon, United 
State district attorney, said he expected 
would be some time today. 


The groundwork for the testimony otf 
Kidwell, whose discussion of the case 
with outsiders formed one of the rea- 
sons for mistrial in the conspiracy trial! 
consisted of a minute examination of 
the men who at one time or another 
jihad held him under observation. The 
slightest details of the surveillance 
were inquired into and one of the wit- 
nesses was asked to follow over a route 
he. had taken with Kidwell during the 
noon recess so that he might give an 
accurate description of the streets and 
localities to the court. 

A tree in the grounds of the Nationa: 
Museum, under which two of the Burns 
agents testified they had seen Kidwell 
taking his lunch, loomed large in the 
examination. Maj. Gordon was not 
content with the verbal description ot 
the tree and its location so he had

At the day’s conclusion it had been 
developed that Kidwell had been ob- 
served at lunch, followed to work, 
shadowed to the door of a church in 
Anacostia and tliat his home had been 
under surveillance on many occasions. 
Kidwell himself xas identified during 
the progress of the examination by the 
men on the stand. 

Barton Stewart, Arthur Sullivan and 
John Kline, were the three Burns op- 
eratives who were heard, They shadowed. 
Kidwell by turns in the order named 
Stewart later was put on the trail of 
Juror Grenfell. Sullivan’s later duties 
were an effort to make contact with 
an acquaintance of Juror Glasscock’s 
named Burr, and Kline before he got 
on the trail of Kidwell was detailed to 
shadow Miss Heaton, one of the two 
women jurors in the Rall-Sinclair case. 


May Have Shadowed Brother. 


None of the testimony developed 
that any one of the three operatives 
had made actual contact with Kidwell 
or any of the other jurors that they 
were assigned to shadow. 

Stewart in his testimony today said 
that he was not sure that he had had 
Juror Grenfell under surveillance at ali 
times. On cross-examination he told 
Charles A. Douglas, counsel for the 
Burns respondents, that he learned 
after the mistrial that Grenfell had a 
brother who looked very much like the 
juror. The witness on redirect exam- 
ination could not recall from whom he 
had learned of Grenfell’s brother ex- 
cept that it had been in general con- 
versation while he was in attendance 
upon the grand jury at the courthouse. 
He denied upon further cross-examina- 
tion that either Maj. Gordon or Neil 
Burkinshaw, assistant United States 
District Attorney, had given him such 
information. 

Stewart also denied that Charles G. 
Ruddy, manager of the Burns crew in 
Washington, had ever said in his pres~ 
ence “The other side has $100,000 to 
spend and Sinclair will spend $200,- 
00%.” 


7 Trailed Friend of Jurors. 


Objections by the counsel for the re- 
spondents prevented an answer when 
Maj. Gordon asked him if he had said 
that “Here is one man who is glad to 

et off this job.” 

z Sullivan, a nile on the stand, told of 
his assignment to follow Jurior Gren- 
fell and then of being detailed to shad- 
ow Kidwell. His work on the latter 
juror was short and he, in turn, gave 
way to Kline. The witness. related in 
detail his efforts to get in touch with 
Burr under the pretext that he wanted 
a salesman for real estate work in At- 
lantic City. 

Sullivan testified that the instruc- 
tions given him when he was told to 
make contact with Burr were to see if 
Burr was the sort of a man who would 
“play with” a juror. In later testi- 
mony he said that “play with” meant 
approach. 

The Burns operative corrected one 
error that he said occurred in his hand- 
written report of the operation. In it 
he had said that he made inquiries 
about Burr from the telephone opera- 
tor of the Cafritz organization while in 
the real estate office. Yesterday Sulll- 
van said that he had called the opera~ 
tor on the telephone. Burr, it was 
shown, was employed by Cafritz. Sul- 
livan said that he did not succeed in 
getting acquainted with Burt. 


Tells of Telephone Calls. 


The witness also testified to two 
telephone calls which he made in an 
effort to locate Kidwell, but said that 
in neither of them did he talk to the 
juror. but merely used some pretext 
with the individual that answered the 
phone to ascertain whether or not Kid- 
well was at the place being called. 

Kline, the Burns agent, who first 
shadowed Miss Heaton, spent much of 
the time after he had been assigned 
to Kidwell in the neighborhood of the 
juror’s home. He described his visits 
to Anacostia in detail, told of follow- 
ing Kidwell to church and patroling the 
streets about the Kidwell home 

Stewart and Kline were, in turn, 
questioned very closely with regard to 
the shadowing of Juror Kidwell at 
luncheon, when, it appeared, he was in 
the habit of going to t1e grounds about 
the National Museum and eating his 
lunch under a tree not far from the 
wholesale market. The location of this 
tree with respect to the buildings, 
streets and fences in that neighborhood 
evicently concerned Maj. Gordon 
greatly. 

Kline was still on the stand when 
court adjourned. He was to be follow- 
ed by Operative Merritt and the.. by 
Kidwell, according to Maj. Gordon’s 
statement last night.

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AFTER SHOOTING AT TAXI 


Investigation Follows Auto 
Chase in Northwest Streets 
Marked by Shots. 


STEEL GOES TO HOSPITAL 


As the aftermath of an automobile 
chase about six o’clock last night dur- 
ing which two shots were fired, Po- 
liceman Fred W. Steel, of the Eighth 
Precinct, was suspended from the 
force, and charged with conduct un- 
becoming an officer and with discharg- 
ing his service revolver without just 
cause. 

The policeman, according to the 
charge, fired two shots at Patrick A. 
Curley, 30 years old, a taxicab driver 
of 605 Sixth street northwest. It was 
upon Curley’s report of the incident 
and an investigation by Lieut. Hugh 
Grove and Lieut. Sidney J. Marks, that 
the suspension of Steel was based. 


According to the report made by. 


Curley, he was driving his taxicab at 
Fifteenth and V_ streets northwest, 
when an automobile drew up and 
forced him to drive up onto the side- 
walk. The other car proceeded, Curley 
says, and he gave chase, overtaking it 
at Fourteenth and V streets. At this 
point, according to Curley’s report, 
Policeman Linwood Thomas, colored, 
whose part in the affair is still under 
investigation, got out of the car and 
into his taxicab, and tried to eject him, 
Curley, from the cab. 

Curley says that he thought he was 
being heid up and punched the police- 
man in the nose, knocking him to the 
street. Steel, who was in the car with 
Thomas, according to the taxi driver, 
then drew a revolver and ordered him 
to drive to the Eighth Precinct. 
Curley says that he demanded that 
Steel show his badge, and when he re- 
fused to do so, told him to shoot and 
drove off. The weapon was then dis- 
charged, Curley says. 

As Curley drove off, the policeman 
commandeered another taxicab and set 
off in pursuit, overtaking him at Ninth 
and N streets northwest. Again Steel 
ordered him to stop, according to 
Curley’s report, and fired another shot, 
which hit the engine of the taxicab. 

Steel then jumped off the running 
board of his taxicab and tried to get 
on Curley’s, the report states. Curley 
swerved his car to the curb and Police- 
man Steel was injured as he fell to 
the street. Carlos M. Dickson, of 725 
Sheridan street northwest, who was 
driving the policeman’s taxicab, then 
took him to Emergency Hospital for 
treatment. 

Curley went to the Second Precinct 
and reported the incident and Lieuts. 
Grove and Marfis launched their in- 
vestigation. Both Policemen Steel and 
Thomas were off duty and dressed in 
plain clothes. They have both served 
for a number of years on the force.

DENY CAPTURE RUMORS 


The trail of blood found near the 
spot where, two weeks ago, David 
Jones, janitor of the apartment house 
at 1930 K street northwest, fired at, 
and was thought to have wounded, a 
midnight prowler whose description 
tallied with that of the “Cat,” was yes- 
terday declared to have been animal 
blood by Health Department chemists, 
according to Henry G. Pratt, chief of 
detectives.

A cartridge belt was attached to the 
weapon when it was picked up, and this 
fact weighed heavily in the inspector's 
decision that the gun, as well as the 
blood, was planted there by an unknown 
person for publicity reasons, 

Detectives are now trying to learn 
the identity of the mysterious stranger, 
walking with a Hmp, who visited the 
janitor when the gun was found and 
after posing as a policeman in an ef- 
fort to secure it, offered Jones $20 to 
turn it over to him. The man was in 
an automobile with two young women, 
Jones said. 

Rumors that the Cat had been cap- 
tured and his arr--t shieldéd by police 
were set at rest by Inspector Pratt, 
who declared that headquarters detec- 
tives had made a thorough investiga- 
tion of patients in all local hospitals 
suffering from bullet wounds,

Col. Lindbegh announced this after- 
noon he would ‘include Nicaragua in 
his Central American tour, but would 
be unable to extend it to South 
America, although he hopes to do so 
some time in the future. 


Guatemala City First Stop. 


Guatemala City will be the first stop 
in Central America, Col. Lindbergh said 
in announcing he will leave Mexico 
City some time after Christmas. He 
expects to make the trip from Mexico 
City to Guatemala City in about nine 
hours, allowing generously for head- 
winds 

“I am accepting invitations, from all 
Central American countries,” Col. Lind- 
bergh added. ‘ 
When Col. Lindber landed at 
Valbuena Field he had about 30 gallons 
of gasoline left, enough to have flown 
two or three hours longer, he told 
newspapermen at a conference tonight 
“This is not bad when you figure I 
spent a couple of hours flying out of 
my course when lost,” Lindbergh said 
“I had four or five hours or 400 or 500 
miles in gas more than my schedule. 
Having encountered adverse weather 
conditions and losing my course, I still 
had two or three hours’ supply left. 
I passed over a number of landing 
fields in. Mexico while lost and it 
would. have been simple to land and 
acquire directions, but of course I did 
not desire to do this as I wanted to 
make a nonstop flight.” 


Silent on Bull Fight. 


Col. Lindbergh thinks a bull fight is 
“very interesting,” but “that is all there 
is to say about it.” 

When asked by newspaper men today 
what he thought of the chief Mexican 
sport he dismissed the subject’ with 
this terse comment: 

“I found bull fighting very interest- 
ing. I think that is all there is to say 
about it.”

Grafico says it was “United 
States puritanism” that protested Lind- 
berg’s attendance at the bull fight, “yet 
those same ‘Puritans, while protesting 
were themselves eating the meat of 
animals that had been killed that they

The newspaper praised Lindbergh’s 
action in accepting the invitation and 
said that if he had refused he would 
have offended millions of Mexicans, 
whereas to accept he offended a “hand- 
ful of Puritans.”

Often Interrupted and Told to 
Keep Within Limits; 
Attacks Dry Law. 


“MERRY CHRISTMAS,” 
HE SAYS AT CONCLUSION 


Will Not Flinch if Sent to the 
Electric Chair—Holds He 
Defended Honor. 


Cincinnati, Dec. 19 (A.P.).—Terming 
himself the defender of his honor and 
the sanctity of his home, George Remus, 
on trial for slaying his wife Imogene, 
today concluded: the final plea in his 
own behalf with the request that the 
jury, which for five weeks had heard 
his defense of “transitory maniacal in- 
sanity,” free him or send him to the 
electric chair. 

“If you folks feel that under your 
sworn duty, he shall be electrocuted, do 


your duty and the defendant will not, 


flinch,” cried Remus. 

“He stands before you the defender 
of his honor. and the sanctity of his 
home. If that is a crime punish him. 

“I thank you. Merry Christmas to 
you. 9 

It was only right at the end of a plea 
of nearly two hours that the shouting, 
leaping, parading, gesticulating Remus 
hung his sentences together in con- 
tinuity of expressed thought. 


Talks on Many Subjects. 


For the most part he wandered from 
point to point of the huge record of 
nearly 1,000,000 words of evidence, dis- 
cussed the prohibition law, attacked 
the prosecutors, talked of his own rec- 
ord as a Chicago lawyer, Chief Justice 
Taft, father of Prosecutor Charles P. 
Taft II; the virtues of womanhood and 
scores of other subjects. Twice he dis- 
cussed “transitory maniacal insanity.” 

Remus’ jury plea was so cut into by 
constant objections of the prosecution 
that he was outside the evidence that 
Judge Chester R. Shook granted him 
an extra 30 minutes. 

A mild sensation was created as 
Remus neared the end of his address 
when Judge Shook unexpectedly called 
. ag and stepped weakly from his 

ais 

He was seized with an attack of 
indigestion, which, however, passed 
within 15 minutes. 


Calmly Faces the Jurors. 


Casually spreading a big file of 
papers along the eight feet of jury box 
railing, Remus faced his thirteen peers 
clad in a lightweight summer suit and, 
his great voice ringing through the 
courtroom, literally hurled himself into 
the plea that, sane now, he be found 
once insane, and his life thereby saved. 

“Here before you stands Remus, the 
lawyer,” he began. 

Pointing to the seat 
moment before, he cried: 

“Here, in this chair, sat Remus, the 
defendant. 

“The eyes of the Nation and the 
world are upon. us, upon you. 

“Since 1922 the defendant in that 
chair has been before the courts of 
this wonderful Nation. 

“Not for all the: dollars in Christen- 
dom would Remus serve an hour of 
incarceration.” 


Charitable to Prosecutors. 


Referring to Charles P. Taft 2d, coun- 
ty prosecutor, and his assistants, Car) 
E. Basler and Walter K. Sibbald, for an 
attack upon whom Remus was found 
guilty of contempt of court, he said: 

“Toward them we must be charitable. 
If they have done any wrong we can 
put it down to zeal in doing their 
duty.” 

He sympathized with the jurors for 
having been cut off from the outside 
world for more than five weeks. 

The prohibition law, for violation of 
which he was sent to the Atlanta Fed- 
eral Penitentiary, he called “one of 
the greatest criminal and legal abor- 
tions of all time,” 

At that point Judge Chester R. Shook 
halted the defendant’s plea for a ten- 
minute recess. 

Resuming, Remus launched into his 
defense of transitory maniacial insanity 

Remus shouted to the jury that in- 
sanity was nothing more than an ab- 
normal condition of the mind, instan- 
taneous, acute or chronic. 

Any crime committed under that 
condition represented “transitory 
maniacial insanity” asserted Remus. 
“and the courts throughout the coun- 
try have so held.” 

Prosecutor Taft interrupted with a 
demand that statement be eliminated. 
Judge Shook told the jury to disregard 
it, that he would give the law to the 
jury in his charge. 


Franklin Dodge Assailed. 


Remus deviated from the evidence 
four times in quick succession, and the 
prosecution interrupted, 

He assailed Franklin L. Dodge, jr., 
former Department of Justice agent, 
and accused Taft of having gone about 
the country with Dodge. 

Remus was told that was not in the 
record and to adhere to the evidence 
which has beer introduced. 

Remus, stamping his feet, red of face 
and head, was shouting and gesturing. 
but the interruptions calmed him.

Judge Shook halted Remus promptly 


t 12:30 p.m. He announced that the 
defense had used three hours and five 
minutes. of its allotted four hours, but 
because of come time lost he would 
call it an even three hours, giving 
Remus one hour for concluding upon 
the resumption at 2 p. m.

Remus scoffed at the prosecution’s 
charge he slew Mrs. Remus as the final 
act of conspiracy. 


He Turns on Sibbald. 


His voice was very husky after fifteen 
minutes. He made a.staterent of fact 
that certain money was. to have gone 
for the payment of Government taxes. 
Assistant Prosecutor. Sibbald. objected. 
Judge Ghoo} ordered the jury to dis- 
regard the remark. 

Remus then assailed “such a men- 
tality’’ as that of Sibbald. The assist- 
ant prosecutor demanded Remus be 
restrained. The remark was stricken. 

Remus paid his compliments to As- 
sistant Prosecutor Basler and then 
launched into an attack on the prohi- 
bition law. 

Sibbald objected and Remus was told 
to take a new tack. 

He began a criticism of Dodge but 
again was stopped. 

Remus then denied he ever con- 
templated slaying..1is wife. 

Whirling upon Prosecutor Taft, Re- 
mus roared: “We can’t all be born with 
gold spoons in our mouths.” 

“I object to that,” put in Taft, grin- 
ning. “There is no evidence of that 
in the record.” 


Interrupted on Dry Law. 


Remus’ plea was interrupted three 
times more in quick succession when he 
began. talking about the prohibition 
law. 

Remus started to say what he would 
have testified if he had taken the wit- 
ness stand, but Taft’s objection was 
sustained and the jury was told to 
disregard Remus’ statement. 

Remus renewed his attack upon 
Dodge, called him names and alleged

Colony Holds Death Secret 
Three Days Believing in 
Resurrection. 


HOUSE OF DAVID LEADER 
“DIES OF TUBERCULOSIS || 


State’s Attorney Holds Found- 
er’s Deserted Kentucky Wife 
Is Heir to Property. 


Benton Harbor, Mich., Dec. 19 (A.P.) 


|—Benjamin Purnell, king of the House 


of David, is dead. He died at 11:30 last 
Friday morning and today, the third 
day after his death, his body still lay in 


the bed where he had died. Colony 
Officials, believing in the teachings ol 
Purnell, that the-faithful could not 
die, have refrained from summoning an 
undertaker and have made no an- 
nouncement of their leader’s death. 

Rumors of Purnell’s demise began to 
spread through the city early this 
morning and Dr. C, N. Sowers, colony 
physician, was sought for verification. 
At first he said any announcement 
must. come from the colony. Told that 
Purnell’s death already was known 
outside the colony, Dr. Sowers issued 
this statement: 

“Benjamin died at 11:30 last Friday 
morning, December 16. 1 did not make 
any public announcement of his death, 
out of deference to the religious con- 
victions of the colony. They believe 
Benjamin will undergo a resurrection 
as Christ did and they are holding the 


‘pody for three days,” 


Lungs Were Affected. 


The immediate cause of death, ac- 
cording to Dr. Sowers, was tuberculosis 
of the lungs. Pressed for details of 
Benjamin’s death, Dr. Sowers said: 

“] was called te see Benjamin last 
Friday morning about 8 o’clock. His 
condition at that time was very grave. 
His temperature was 104 and his pulse 
was 140, intermittent and weak. It was 
apparent the end was approaching I 
administered stimulants. Later in the 
morning at about 11:30 I was called 
again, When I arrived about ten 
minutes later, he was dead.” 

Since the hour of Benjamin’s death 
an unceasing vigil has been kept, but 
no tears have been shed and there has 
been no mourning. 

Early this morning only a few of the 
colony who reside at the headquarters 
grounds. on Britain avenue knew that 
Benjamin had died. Many of those who 
heard that death had come to the 66- 
year-old “seventh messenger,” refused 
to believe it. 


Resurrection Is Expected. 


Those who accepted Dr. Sower’s word 
that Benjamin lived no more were con- 
fident that he would arise as Christ 
arose, on the third day. 

This is the third day of Benjamin’s 
demise Under the State law regarding 
the handling of the dead, Benjamin 
must be moved within 2 hours. The 
local health authorities, however, can 
permit a. body to lie, untouched an 
additional 24 hours if the condition of 
the -body warrants such delay. 

When death came to Purnell “Queen” 
Mary was in her own apartments in 
another building of the colony grounds. 
Word of Benjamin's passing was car- 
ried to her by one of the girls who had 
attended the “king” in his last days. 

“Poor Benjamin, poor Benjamin” was 
Mary’s comment. . 

At the bedside when death came to 
the “king” was Myrtle Tulk, Benjamin’s 
confidante of years and the woman who 
was captured with him over a year ago; 
his nurse, Florence Walker, and others 
of the sick-room retinue. 


Colony Life Threatened. 


The passing of Purnell came just as 
he was making the greatest fight of his 
career for the existence of the colony 
he founded a quarter century ago. 
Only a few weeks ago the colony had 
been ordered into receivership, and 
Purnell, together with his “queen,” 
Mary Purnell, were ordered to leave the 
colony. An appeal to the State Su- 
preme Court stayed execution of the 
receivership and. banishment order.

EXTRA LEAVE WITH PAY 
PROPOSED FOR HOLIDAY 


Fish Resolution in House Is 
Applicable to Christmas 
and New Year’s Eves. 


Government employes here would be 
given leave with pay on Christmas eve 
and New Year’s eve, under the terms 
of a joint resolution introduced in the 


House yesterday by Representative 
Hamilton Fish (Republican), of New 
York. This leave, the resolution states, 
would be in addition to the annual 
leave of the employes. 

Representative Oldfield (Democrat), 
of Arkansas, introduced a bill author- 
izing the President to place under 
the civil service certain positions that 
now are filled by presidential appoint- 
ment. 

Under the terms of the bill, the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury would be author- 
ized to appoint collectors of customs 
and collectors of internal revenue, and 
it would not be necessary for the Presi- 
dent to appoint such officers, with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. 

Representative Zihlman, of Maryland. 
chairman of the District committee, in- 
troduced a bill providing for a much 
more drastic vagrancy law in this city. 
The same bill was introduced in the 
Senate last week by Senator Capper. 

Representative Zihlman also intro- 
duced a bill which would reduce from 
$10 a day to $8 a day the daily expense 
allowance of the city planners on the 
National Capital Park and Planning 
Commission. The city planners them- 
selves suggested the bill. 

Whenever they have attempted to 
collect their expenses at the rate of 
$10 a day, they have had long and 
vexatious controversies with the office 
of Comptroller General McCarl.

Continuing to run in high gear, the

The bill will be taken up the first 
thing today under procedure permit- 
ing the offering of amendments with 
House leaders hopeful of a finaij. vote 
either late in the day or early tomor- 
row. If the measure is disposed of, 
the House will have finished with all 
major legislation slated for action be- 
fore the holidays. 

The debate disclosed but little op- 
position to the settlement proposed by 
the bill for the claims between Ger- 
man and American nationals growing 
out of the war. Representative Cox 
(Democrat), Georgia, led what little op- 
position dev loped, contending that 
retention of 20 per cent of German 
property ultimately would constitute 
confiscation, contrary to national and 
international law, 

Chairman Green, of the ways and 
means committee, which drafted the 
bill, insisted that the retention would 
be temporary only and was for the 
purpose of security in satisfactien of 
American claims. | 

The chairman drew to his support a 
number of the leaders of the House in- 
cluding, Representative Burton (Re- 
publican), Ohio, who for many years 
has been prominent in discussions of 
foreign affairs, and Chairman Madden 
of the House appropriations com- 
mittee. 

Representative Jacobstein (Demo- 
crat), New York, argued that in his 
opinion sufficient guarantee had not 
been provided for satisfaction of Amer- 
ican Government claims, but an- 
nounced that he would support the bill 
as the best obtainable.

Having already made its bow in the 
Senate, the remodeled McNary-Haugen 
farm relief bill crossed the House stage 
yesterday and was kept going until it 
reached the Agriculture Committee. 

In the course of a routing meeting of 
that committee earlier in the day, 
Chairman Haugen had announced that 
his revised proposal was ready and 
January 86 was set for the opening of 
hearings. He does not expect them to 
be as extensive this year as previously, 
and hopes that the measure will reach 
the House floor for consideration im- 
mediately after disposition of less con- 
troversial important legislation. 

The heart of the Haugen hill, like 
that of the proposal sponsored by 
Chairman McNary of the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee, is still the equali- 
zation fee, which was objected to by 
President Coolidge. The fee, however, 
would apply to all crops, not a select 
few, as in the vetoed bill, and only 
then after an emergency had been de- 
clared by the proposed farm board. Un- 
reserved power would he granted the 
President in making nominations to 
the board. Under the vested measure 
he would have been restricted to selec- 
tions from a siate prepared by farm 
organizations. 

One major difference between the 
McNary bill and the Haugen proposal 
relates to the appropriation to be used 
as a revolving fund in administering 
the law. The Oregon senator would 
limit it to $250,000,000, while Haugen 
favors a $400,000,000 appropriation. In 
explaining this variation, Mr. Haugen 
said that he doubts that farm relief 
can be adequately administered within 
the $250,000,000 limit. 


6 CRUISERS OBSOLETE 
MAGRUDER ASSERTS 


Expensive to Maintain and 
Should Be Decommission- 
ed, He Tells Committee. 


(Associated Press.) 


Six American cruisers are obsolete, ex- 
pensive to maintain and shouldbe de- 
commissioned immediately, Rear Ad- 
miral P. Magruder, deposed command- 
ant of the Philadelphia navy yard, told 
the House naval committee yesterday in 
continuing a defense of his charges of 
waste by the Navy Department in ad- 
ministration of naval activities. The 
ships named were the cruisers Pitts- 
burgh, flagship of the Asiatic fleet; the 
Rochester, flagship of the special serv- 
ice squadron in Nicaraguan waters; the 
Cleveland, the Denver, the Galveston 
and the scout cruiser Tulsa. 

The admiral said Narraganset Bay 
was a slightly better strategical location 
for a naval base, but that a base could 
be maintained more economically in 
Hampton Roads, Va., and with only a 
little loss strategically. He favored 
abolishing the navy yard at New York, 
but retention of the yards at Boston, 
Philadelphia and Norfolk. 

He predicted that some day the Navy 
would have a great base_in Hampton 
Roads. He thought two large bases, 
one each on the Atlantic and Pacific, 
Were paramount needs, even ahead of 
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SENATE.

COTTON QUANTITY FALLS

An increase of $635,146,000 in the to- 


tal value of this year’s important farm | 


crops as compared with the same crops 
last year was announced yesterday by 
the Department of Agriculture in its 
revised estimates of production, acre- 
age and value of this year’s crops. Cal- 
culations for about 50 crops showed a 
total value of $8,428,626,000 for this 
‘year, as compared with last year’s har- 
vests which were valued at $7,793,-

The cotton crop, while smaller than 
the record crop of last year, was esti- 
mated at December 1 farm prices, as 
worth $330,714,000 more than the 1926 
crop. Corn, production of which was 
slightly larger than last year, was val- 
ued at $285,268,000 more than last year, 
barley at $73,890,000 more and oats at 
$40,694,000 more. — 

The value of the wheat crop showed 
a decline, as compared with last year, 
of $21,000,000, but the largest decrease 
was in the value of the potato crop, 
which declined $113,147,000, the crop 
being almost 50,000,000 bushels larger 
than a year ago. Hay, apples, peaches 
and some other crops showed decreases. 

The area planted to the important 
crops this year was placed at 355,826,645 
acres, an increase of 160,420 acres over 
last year. Revised estimates of the 
yields of all crops combined show the 
acre ylelds this year to have been 2.5 
per cent above the average of the last 
ten years, but 2,1 per cent below last 
year. 

The per capita production of the 
principal crops is 3.4 per cent less than 
last year and 4.8 per cent less than 
during the last ten years. 


Butler Says Navy 
Needs 1,700 Officers 


(Associated Press.) 

A total of 1,700 additional officers 
will be needed for the 71 new ships 
proposed in the Navy’s %725,000,000 
building program, Chairman Butler of 
the House naval committee, said yester- 
day in indorsing a committee recom- 
mendation that each member of Con- 
gress be allowed five appointments to 
Annapolis instead of three. 

This would provide for 3,276 appoint- 
ments each year instead of 2,205 as at 
present. Butler also said he understood 
that the Navy planned to place five 
airplanes on each of the 25 cruisers of 
10,000 tons proposed in the program. 
This compares with two carried by the 
7,500-ton cruisers of the Memphis class.

The heating and regular lighting 
systems undoubtedly were put out of 
commission by the crash which sent 
the submarine to the bottom Saturday.

A penetrating chill was thought to 
pervade the chamber. The cold of the 
water, which numbed and hampered 
divers, would pass quickly: through the 
steel walls of the S-¢4 and, in time, 
penetrate to the very bones of the six 
men.

Fitch Reported Alive. 
One encouraging development of the 


| day from the standpoint of the Wash- 


ington families was the report carried 
in the Associated Press dispatches to 
the effect that Lieut. Graham Newell 
Fitch, of 2400 Twentieth street north- 
west, was one of the men alive in the 
torpedo room. According to the 
dispatch, Fitch tapped out a request 
that oxygen and emergency food sup- 
plies be sent into the submarine 
through the torpedo tubes. 

The report gave some encouragement 
to Col. and Mrs. Graham D. Fitch at 
the Twentieth street address, but this 
was almost offset by the statement that 
the request of their entombed son 
could not be granted, and that diving 
and rescue operations had had to be 
called off because of the gale. 

An effort to comply with the request 
of Lieut. Fitch will be made as soon as 
the weather moderates and the opera- 
tions of the divers can be renewed, a 
message to the Navy Department from 
the scene .last night stated. A flask of 
oxygen, emergency food supplies, soda, 
lime, and a fiashlight are among the 
articles which the divers have assem- 
bled to pass through the tubes, the 
message said. 


Another message received late last 
might said that the sunken submarine 
is resting in deep mud, and that one 
of the divers had sunk to his hips 
while working near the conning tower. 
Phis mud, it was stated, will not great- 
ly impede the work, as it can be 
washed away with a hydraulic pump. 

Though pessimistic, the department 
is continuing to concentrate all avail- 
able rescue craft and experienced salv- 
age workers at the spot off the Wood 
End Coast Guard Station, where the 
(Coast Guard destroyer Paulding rammed 
the sub Saturday afternoon. 


Navy Yard Sends Divers. 


The Washington Navy ‘Yard yester- 
day sent its quota of expert deep-sea 
divers to the scene, These included 
Lieuts. C. L. Tibbals and W. F. Lough- 
man and Chief Petty Officers Joseph 
ivan, R. C. Wilson and Roy a Syphax. 
They will carry with them equipment 
for use of a new combination of helium 
and oxygen, designed to prevent the 
“bends,” terror of deep-sea divers. 

While dispatches from the scene in- 
dicated that the men believed they had 
only enough oxygen to keep them alive 
until 6 o’clock last night, Lieut. 
Charles B. Momsen, submarine expert 
at the Navy Department, said that he 
believed they could maintain ‘life until 
early tomorrow morning under the best 
possible conditions. 

“It all depends on how many men are 
alive and who are with them,” Lieut. 
Momsen said. “If an officer is with 
them and forces the men to lie per- 
fectly quiet, which lessens the discharge 
of carbon dioxide from the human 
bodies, or if a torpedo man is there and 
knows how to get the air out of the 
torpedoes, they will have sufficient 
oxygen to keep them alive 150 hours. 


Doubt Ship Can Be Ralsed, 


“But the normal discharge of carbon 
dioxide under the most favorable con- 
ditions would overcome the men in 
87.7 hours, which would bring them to 
early Wednesday morning.” 

Both Momsen and Admiral Charles 
¥. Hughes, chief of naval operations, ex- 
pressed doubt that the submarine could 
be raised within that period. Momsen 

inted out that only once had the 

avy been able to raise a sunken sub- 
marine in less than ten months, He 
gaid that the greatest Aifficulty in the 
present case would be encountered in 
getting cables under the ship, thus 
itting the attachment of pontoons

The department received a report 
from the rescuers yesterday afternoon 
paying that the sea was so rough that 
further diving operations and attempts 
to talk with those still alive had to 
be called off.

Divers Unable to Descend. 


Divers were unable to go down to the 
sunken submarine today because of the 
heavy seas and because the Falcon, a 
mine sweeper used as the base of the 
diving operations, was obliged to go to 
Boston. The six survivors were able. 
however, to maintain communication 
with the surface by rappings which 
Mody recorded by the oscillator of the 

“What is being done for us?” was 
the question uppermost in the minds 
ot the men, although their comrades 
of the 8-8 said that the six who are 
known to be alive out of the crew ot 
40 were showing extraordinary pluck 
and had not abandoned hope. 

The six men were tonight huddled 
together in the forward torpedo com- 
partment of the submarine waiting’ in 
an agony of mind that can be only 


‘| faintly imagined for the rescue that 


did not come. 

“How long will you be?” was the 
plea that came to the rescuers last 
night. The last meSsage received early 
today asked if oxygen and emergency 
food supplies could not be pushed 
through the torpedo tube. 


Diver Seriously Injured. 


Then communication ceased. A 
diver had been seriously injured. 
After he had been rescued from a 
perilous position in tangled wreckage 
100 feet’ heneath the surface the gale 
had kicked up such terrific waves that 
i; was impossible to continue diving 
operations. ’ 

Meanwhile a. discovery was made 
which led even to graver fears for the 
‘men down under the ocean. The air 
line, through which it had been 
thought they were being given means 
to breathe, was not functioning as had 
been desired. | 

The mine sweeper Falcon had hooked 
an air line to a connection with one 
of the two. air lines on the S-4 open- 
ing into the torpedo room. The men 
inside signaled when they: opened the 
valve water, instead of air, came’ in.

Admiral Brumby held a hasty con- 
ference with Rear Admiral Philip An- 
drews, commandant of the yard. Then 
the Falcon, with more supplies aboard, 
hurried back to Provincetown. 

Couid the men down below survive 
another night? That was the question 
in the minds of the rescuers as they 
stood helplessly by. Perhaps the best 
opinion obtainable was that voiced in 
Washington by Lieut. Charles B. Mom- 
sen, submarine expert of the Navy. 
Under favorable conditions, he said, 
the ‘men could last until early Wednes- 
day morning. 


Pontoons on the Scene. 


The rescuers continued to work 
frantically on preparations for efforts 
to raise the submarine—likely to 
prove a long, wearisome task. Pontoons 
arrived on the scene late today. Chains 
and gear came from the Charlestown 
Navy Yard. Everything pointed to a 
night of intense activity. 

The terrifying news. of the break in 
thé air line of the S-4 was received by 
the same system of dots and dashes 
which has brought the hopeful message 
that six still lived in the torpedo com- 
partmentrat the forward end of the 
submarine. 

It was this latter message which 
ended with the urgent: “Please hurry. 
will you be long now?” 

The air line of the S-4 is a pipe 
about..14% inches in diameter, running 
from one end of the ship to the other, 
and affording an outside connection 
near the conning tower. The line is 
designed to carry air to men in the 
various compartments when the sub- 
marine is beneath the surface. In each 
compartment is a gag valve, a small 
wedge-shape piece of metal, which 
usually is left open, so that air can 
be forced into the compartment in any 
emergency. 

With this line unbroken the im- 
prisoned men could be fed life-giving 
air indefinitely. It was to the external 
connection of this vein of life that 
divers last night bent all their efforts 

“Try your gage valve,” the Falcon 
messaged to the imprisoned a hundred 
feet beneath the surface. 


Valve Admits Only Water. 


The answer came that the valve ad- 
mitted water when opened, that it must 


be kept closed to save the men from 
the water which would force its way 
into their compartment from a break 
in the line in some other part of the 
ship. That answer dimmed hopes for 
a speedy rescue, but it nerved to deter- 
mined defiance of all elements in the 
attempt to succor the men “down 
there.” 

Into the chill waters Diver Michael 
was lowered while bobbing lights only 
punctured the darkness. ‘He carried a 
hose which he intended to connect with 
the air line tap near the conning tower. 
Even if he made the connection, there 
was slim chance of its being of as- 
sistance with air line broken, but he 
made the attempt. 

Twenty minutes later he messaged 
his lines were fouled and Diver Eady, 
who had made his trip below, was let 
down again to cut Michael free with 
@ hacksaw. It was three hours later 
and nearly midnight when the two

Forward are the torpedo tubes, com- 
pressed air tanks and complicated cort- 
trols by which the projectiles are shot 
out. While no plans of the boat were 
available, naval men said they believed 
there are four of these tubes, each 
about 21 inches in diameter. It was 
from these tubes that some submarine 
experts believed that the men might 
escape. 

The chamber probably carried eight 
torpedoes, four in a rack on either side. 

In this ugly steel chamber, where. per- 
haps in dim light the great tanks, the 
seventeen-foot torpedoes and the com- 
plicated mechanism loomed in great 
dark shapes, casting eerie shadows, the 
six men gasped for breath as the life 
giving oxygen was steadily consumed. 

Here they clanked messages in code 
with a hammer against the steel wall 
and waited frantically for the tapping 
of a diver outside, then continued to 
tap, hoping the oscillating receiver of 
another submarine might record their 
words, although no diver replied. 

In the next chamber, only a few feet 
away, submarine men said was probably 
food and oxygen, for which the six 
prisoners appealed in one of their ham- 
mer-tapped messages. In that room, 
the battery room, they said, in addition 
to large storage batteries and many 
bunks, was habitually kept an oxygen 
tank and the ship’s comestibles.

John Jones, of Hennessey, Okla., “but 
he thought his duty was to stay in the 
service rather than take an outside 
position.” : 


“I wouldn’t give up the thrill of the 
Navy for the best job in New York,” 
wrote Daniel Galvin to his brother 
Joseph, in Brooklyn, a few days before 
he left port on the ill-fated undersea 
boat. Dan Galvin found a job as. a 
runner in Wall street not exciting, his 
guardian, Mrs. W. G. Mackay, said, so 
he joined the Navy and later secured 
a transfer to the submarine. Galvin 
went down with the craft. 


An underwater torch, an underwater 
light and a water drill went from the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard to the'grave of the 
S-4. An air attachment keeps water 
away. from the torch, used for cutting 
through steel. The light permits faster 
work beneath the surface and elimi- 
nates the delay caused by the failure 
of older equipment in the midst of a 
piece of delicate work by divers. The 
water drill bores holes in the ocean 
bed through which chains attached to 
pontoons may be drawn. 


A second son of Mrs. Sophia Kener- 
son, of New London, met with disaster 
at sea when the S-4 went down.

MURDER MOST FOUL. 

Details of the Los Angeles kidnaping and 
murder case are so revolting and inhuman 
that it seems impossible that a human mind, 
no matter how depraved or diseased, could 
have schemed them, Twelve-year old Marian 
Parker, daughter of an officer of a bank, was 


kidnaped from school last Thursday. Sat- 
urday night her father kept a rendezvous 
with a stranger, handed over a ransom of $1,- 
500 that had been demanded, and received, 
{nstead of his living daughter, her mutilated 
body. 

Four thousand Californians are engaged in 
the greatest man-hunt the country has ever 
witnessed. The person who captures the mur- 
derer will collect a reward of at least $100,000. 
Every instrument that might be of aid to the 
pursuers, including the airplane, has been 
brought into play. No one, it would seem, 
could possibly evade the dragnet that has 
been spread for this criminal. Arrests have 
been made, but even the police admit that so 
far they have not apprehended the guilty in- 
dividual. 

It is horrifying to think’ that such a crime 
has been committed in a civilized American 
community. The annihilation of the perpe- 


trator will not atone for this atrocious crime. 


The inability of the public to prevent such a 
crime is an appalling thought. 


THE VOX HUMANA. 


The music of. the spheres is about to be 
augmented by a little variation from the vox 
humana. According to the Living Age (gen- 
erally reliable) the process of phonovision, 


as recently demonstrated before a _ British 
scientific association, makes a phonographic 
record of a picture. Its inventor, Mr. J. L. 
Baird, declares that all forces have their own 
individual hum, or motif. Some sound like 
a gargle and some like a squawk. Thus 
each individual is constantly playing a tune 
all his own. He may not talk through his 
hat, but, according to Mr. Baird, he most cer- 
tainly hums through it.

CONVALESCENT PAINTING. 


Henri Matisse, France’s most distinguished 
painter, has given out the glad news that the 
weird phase into which modern painting has 
descended is at end. The awful writhings of 
the impressionists, the postimpressionists, the 
cubists and the Vorticists seem at last to nave 
gone the way of all flesh and the world is now 
free to anticipate a return to perspective, 

Ever since the first nude descended a stair- 
case, the laity have been led on a devil’s dance 
of rhomboids, prisms and convolutions so 
furious and fantastic that it would seem at 
times as if the world of art was headed 
straight for insanity. Dante himself never 
conceived such chaos as has been projected of 
late years from the Latin Quarter. 

But M. Matisse says the orgy is over; that 
once more a straight line will be the shortest 
distance between two points, that a square will 
contain four sides only, and that the square 
of the hypotenuse will conform to law.

OVERHAULING THE HOUSE, ’ 


The committee on accounts of the House 
of Representatives has been engaged ever since 
last March in revising the lists of employes of 
the House, with the double object of reduc- 
ing expenditures by the abolition of useless 
places and at the same time increasing effi-_ 
ciency by granting better compensation for 
the men who really work. 

The committee was acting under authority 
of a resolution adopted March 3 last, which 
directed it ‘‘to investigate and report to the 
House concerning the abolishment of useless 
offices and what adjustments, if any, should be 
made in the employment, duties and compen- 
sation of the officers and employes of the 
House of Representatives.” 

The task, conducted by Chairman MacGre- 
gor, has been a thankless one, and now that 
the report has been made it is not likely to 
meet with the unanimous approval of the 
members whosa patronage will be curtailed 
if it is adopted, As was to be expected, the 
committee found that many places are abso- 
lutely useless, except in so far as they afford 
opportunities for members to reward their po- 
litical friends at the expense of the Treasury. 

The committee recommends the abolition of 
a number of committees which have outlived 
the period of their usefulness, if. they ever 
had any, There are eleven committees on 
“expenditures” in the different departments, 
One of these eleven could readily do all the 
work and still have time to attend the sessions 
of the House. The salaries of their clerks and 
janitors could be Raved, . The committees on 
alcoholic liquor traffic, railways and canals, 
woman suffrage, Andustrial ate, and expo 
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with the result that there has not always been 


a@ condition of satisfactory cleanliness in 
the House wing. The committee recommends 
that inasmuch as it is the “House committee,” 
it should be given full authority over the 
janitor’s force. 

A number of other recommendations are 
made, including increases of salaries where 
they are deserved. The aggregate increases 
in salaries amount to $8,050, and decreases 
ard abolitions $25,342, making the net in- 
crease in the cost of the House of Representa- 
tives $17,292 annually. 
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NEARBY TOWN MERGERS, 

Legal skirmishes in the suit filed by Alexan- 
dria asking authority for the annexation of 
patts of Arlington and Fairfax Counties con- 
tinue apace. Briefly, the details thus far pre- 
sented are as follows: 

Alexandria claims she needs areas in 
which to expand; the counties claim that she 
wants additional territory merely to obtain 
more assets whereby her annual revenue and 
borrowing capatity might be increased. 

Alexandria has the advantage over her legal 
opponents in at least one respect. Opinion in 
the city is almost universally in favor of ex- 
pansion. The counties, however, are inter- 
nally divided, part of the population afraid of 


and opposing the suggestion, the remainder 


siding with the Alexandrians, 

As a general rule the merging of contiguous 
municipalities is advantageous. Maintenance 
of public services, such as water supply, police 
and fire protection, rubbish and garbage re- 
moval, and schools, is an expensive process, 
and can be accomplished most economically 
upon a large scale. Alexandria points to the 
fact that she has assumed many of these func- 
tions for the territories in question in the past. 
If this is true, a forceful argument for the 
consolidation exists. 

In the meantime, agitation for creation of 
Maryland City, to be composed of the incor- 
porated towns and villages east of the District. 
has died down. The proposition will not be 
allowed to drop, however, for those interested 
in the matter are most anxious to secure for 
the territory the advantages of consolidated 
government. The question of cost in this case 
also has assumed major importance, 

Other considerations being equal, the tax 
rate of any government represents merely the 
pro rata cost of the public services. -If greater 
Alexandria and Maryland City should be cre- 
ated, and if they select the right men for po- 
sitions of authority, the tax rate in both in- 
stances should be reduced and services ren- 
dered would be improved. 


FAME REWARDED. 


France’s famous “Forty Immortals” are con- 
siderably cheered in their immortal state by 
the news of a little ‘‘raise’’ which the govern- 
ment has recently voted them. Their com- 
pensation for immortality has hitherto been 
100 francs, or $4 a month. Bonuses for at- 
tending sessions of the Academy generally 
netted them about 50 francs extra each year. 
In the days when the franc was worth, 20 cents, 
the Immortals generally raked in about $1 
a day, but depreciation of the currency has 
now reduced their income to a few cents only, 
Now this stipend is to be tripled, and when one 
thinks of the revenue of movie queens and 
chewing-gum heroes the increase seems 
scarcely superfluous. Thus is fame rewarded. 


LLOYD GEORGE—JOURNALIST. 


Constant nagging and innuendo have at last 
driven the former British prime minister, 
David Lioyd George to make a public state- 
ment regarding the political fund which has 
come to be known by his name, but which is 


more properly called the National Liberal Po- 
litical Fund. It must be at once said that ‘‘the 
little Welshman” appears to emerge with par- 
ticularly clean hands, Not he, but the liberal 
party whips, collected the fund; not he, but 
the party whips, administered the fund until 
1923 and, since then, not he, but a committee, 
of which he is not a member, has administered 
it and will continue to do so. 

Mr. Lloyd George says that the amount of 
the fund has been fantastically exaggerated. 
He claims that most of it is derived from the 
considerable appreciation of certain newspaper 
properties in which, until quite recently, it 
was nearly all invested. He asserts that the 
only part he played in the administration of 
the fund was to give close attention to those 
newspapers, after he retired from office, and 
to their subsequent sale. He enumerates the 
purposes to which, up to the present, the fund 
has been devoted, and they are all impeccable. 

To outsiders, however, the most interesting 


‘part of the former prime minister’s statement 


is that in which he repels slanders as to his use 

of the party funds for his own benefit, and in- 

which, incidentally, he shows himself in the 

role of a hard-working journalist. Indignation 

plainly dictated the following paragraph: 

Had it not been for the calumny insidi- 

ously and privately spread by men and 
women of the baser sort, I would not have 
thought it necessary to add the assurance, 
which I do unequivocally, that not a penny 
of this fund have I ever touched for my 
private use. Since I left office I have 
worked hard as a journalist to earn my 
livelihood: I am pleased to say, with 
some success. My articles have appeared 
in almost every great country in the 
world, and my emoluments from this 
source during these four years have been 
much greater than the aggregate of my 
salaries during 17 years of office, This 
statement would have been an unwarrant- 
able boast on my part had it not been ren- 
dered necessary by the cowardly slander 
privately circulated as to my use of the 
party funds. 

It is, however, proper to point out that it 
was those seventeen years of office, and the 
great honors to which théy led, that enabled the 
articles to bring in to their author such hand- 
some emoluments. His business ability was 
shown in exploiting his position,

Failure of Allocution to Touch 
on Catholic Problems 
Declared Surprise. 


Rome, Dec. 19 (A.P.).—Pope Pius to- 
day created five new cardinals, all non- 
Italians, thus dividing the college of 
cardinals equally among Italians and 
non-Italians. There now are 35 of 
each, 


The pontif’ at the same secret con- 


sistory at which the cardinals were cre- 
ated also delivered the papal allocu- 
tion, which caused much surprise be- 
cause it did not touch on problems now 
claiming the attention of the Catholic 
world. Instead it dealt only with the 
deaths of the four cardinals which took 
place since,the last consistory and the 
resignation of Cardinal Billot. 

It is believed the pontiff did not wish 
te refer to the so-called Roman ques- 
tion, in which much interest has cen- 
tered, because the problem now is the 
object of negotiations between the Vati- 
can and the Italian government. It 
also is thought that he did not mentian 
the attitude of the Holy See toward 
the French royalists and L’Action Fran- 
caise because he hopes that time may 
heal the wound. 

Not having referred to these ques- 
tions, it is believed the pontiff re- 
frained also from referring to the Mexi- 
can question lest by talking of the lat- 
ter he should emphasize his silence on 
the former. 


Lepicier Replaces Billot. 


The following new cardinals were 
created: Alexis Henry Lepicier, a ser- 
vite, who will remain in Rome as car- 
dinal of Curia, replacing Cardinal Bil- 
lot; Raymond M. Rouleau, velonging to 
the Order of Preachers, now archbishop 
of Quebec: Pedro Seguray Saens, arch- 
bishop of Burgos, who is simultane- 
ously appointed archbishop of Toledo 
and primate of Spain; Henry Charles 
Joseph Binet, archbishop of Bezencon, 
and Justinian Szeroedyi, belonging to 
the Benedictine order, who has heen 
living in Rome for many years, but was 
this morning appointed archbishop of 
Gran, Esztergom, thus becoming pri- 
mate of Hungary. 

Today’s ceremony had a special in- 
terest owing to the fact three of the 
five cardinals created by the pontiff 
belong to religious orders. 

The hall of the consistory at first 
was filled with the highest dignitaries 
of the church, 
triarchs, archbishops, bishops, all the 
heads of religious orders living in 
Rome, Abbots and Canons, They wore 
their historic habits. 


Pope Wears White. 


Pope Pius appeared clad entirely in 
white. He came on foot, preceded by 
the Swiss Guards in their georgeous 
uniforms. Behind came the ecclesias- 
tical, military and civil courts, to- 
gether with a large number of Vatican 
.officials. At the appearance of the 
pontiff all fell on their knees while the 
famous silver trumpets and the Sistine 
Choir filled the air. Pius XI ascended 
the throne and signaled to the as- 
sembly to rise. 

While the Pope took his seat, the 
master of ceremonies cried aloud, 
“exit omnes,” meaning that everybody 
was to leave the hall except the pontiff 
and the cardinals. This order was soon 
obeyed and the doors of the consis- 
torial hall were closed, the Swiss 
guards remaining outside to watch 
them. Inside the hall the Pope, after 
offering a prayer to the Holy Ghost 
and delivering the allocution, went on 
to enumerate the prelates whom he 
intended to: raise to the purple, praised 
their virtues and attainments, and 
ended with the formal question—a 
relic of the Gays when the consent 
of cardinals was necessary for the 
appointment of new members of the 
sacred college—‘quid quis videtur?” 
or, “has any one aught to say?” 


Pomp Accompanies Ceremony. 


The head of the church repeated the 
same question for each nominee to the 
cardinalate, asking the opinion of each 
cardinal, who raised his red cap as a 
sign of assent. 

The Pope then officially proclaimed 
the new cardinals and proceeded to the 
appointment of several. archbishops and 
bishops, most of whom already had 
been nominated by brief. 

The impressive ceremony ended with 
the Pope descending from the throne, 
giving his hand to all the cardinals to 
kiss, and returning to his private apart- 
ment on foot. On the way he received 
the homage of all who, not being 
privileged to take part in th. ceremony, 
were waiting outside ‘he hall.

Negative Action on Revised 
Form Not Decisive, 
It Is Held. 


BISHOPS IN CONFERENCE 


London, Dec. 19 (A.P.).—The future 
policy of the Church of England toward 


the revised prayer book is being decided 
at a meeting of bishops at Lambeth 
Palace, official residence ofathe arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. The meeting, 
which opened today, is expected to last 
three days, The deliberations are pri- 
vate. 

In political circles there is a move- 
ment which is gaining strength in 
favor of presenting the prayer book 


|measure again to the House of Com- 


mons at the next session, after formally 
passing it through the convocations of 
the diocese of Canterbury and York for 
that purpose, 

It is argued by those favoring this 
course that the one day allowed for 
debate was insufficient and that mem- 
bers of the house, which defeated the 
measure last Thursday, had been in- 
fluenced unduly by the intensive cam- 
paign conducted for and against the 
movement. It also is argued that the 
small majority against the revised book 
was composed largely of Scotch, Welsh 
and Irish members having no interest 
in the English Church. They insist 
is resubmitted in a 
calmer atmosphere it will have a far 
different fate. 


Consideration of the situation created 
by rejection of the revised prayer book 
by the House of Commons in the 
Christmas spirit was advocated by Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks in an interview 
today. 

Sir William reiterated his view of the 
country is essential Protestantism and 
declared that the uprising of opinion 
against the proposed revision in the 
belief that it was a tendency toward 
Catholicism had been very definite. He 
expressed the opinion that the trouble, 
which many fear might lead to re- 
ligious quarrels, might after all prove 
a blessing in disguise. 

“I realize from the first that what- 
ever the decision might be it would be 
disastrous for the church. What we all 
have to do today is to unite in making 
the disaster as small as possible. This 
is the time of Christian charity, peace. 
and good will upon earth and I hope 
and believe that with the spirit of 
Christmas upon all sections of the 
church this trouble may prove in the 
iong run to be a blessing in disguise.”

year lease was detrimeatal to the inter- 
est; of minority stockholders. 

The order restrained the N 7 York 
Central from voting its majority hold- 
ings in che Big Four i1 favor of the 
lease. The istrict Court of Appeals, 
however, reversed the lower court. It 
declared the injunction a hardship on 
the two companies and asserted Jack- 
son could present his ob’ections to the 
leasc when the roads sought approval 
of the Interstate Ccmmerce Commis- 
sion.

Natives Fear They Will Be 
Taken as Communists; 
Wholesale Executions. 


Shanghai, Dec. 19 (A.P.).— Nation- 
alist efforts to purge ‘their territory of 
Bolshevism and its agents appear to 
have been followed by a reign of terror 
taking the form of wholesale evictions, 
executions, and migration. 

While some tales of horror and bru- 
tality emanating chiefly from Canton. 


the center of anti-Red activities, may 
be exaggerated, there seems to be little 
doubt that extremely violent methods 
used to crush Bolshevism and expel its 
exponents have reacted on the peace- 
able Chinese population. 
the affected districts, fearing to be con- 
founded with those sugpected of Bol- 
shevist leanings, are seeking asylum by 
the thousancs in Hongkong. 

News of the execution in one group 
of 600 Chinese suspected of being Com- 
munists came from Canton today. The 
Soviet vice consul was reported to be 
among those executed. 

The danger of. the situation is 
heightened by reports that Li Chai- 
Sum, who was ousted from the dicta- 
torship of Canton November 17, is at 
Swatow trying to prepare an expedition 
to regain control of the tity, Appre- 
hensions of renewed fighting have 
thrown the population nearly into a 
panic. Wealthy Chinese are transfer- 
ring their valuables to the foreign con-' 
cession, Shameen Island. 

A Chinese relief delegation returning 
to Hongkong after a visit to Canton. 
reported that more than 2,000 houses 
were destroyed by fire and that there 
were 3,000 casualties in connection 
with the disorders of a week ago when 
the Bolshevists seized. the city and lost 
it to the Nationalists a day or so later.

All Supreme Bench Justices 
and Mrs. Hammonds Among 
Score Called. 


MUST GIVE DEPOSITIONS 
BEFORE JUDGES TODAY 


Counter Move Follows Bran- 
son’s Order Directed at 
50 Legislators. 


Oklahoma City, Dec. 19 (A.P.).— 
Courts held the spotlight again today 
in Oklahoma’s political drama. 

The day marked the second failure 
of efforts to take the question of 
validity of the legislature’s self-called 
impeachment session before the State 
Criminal Court of Appeals and the is- 
suance of subpenas to more than a 
score of administration leaders who 
have opposed the _ session, ordering 
them to appear in district court to- 
morrow to give depositions. 

The Criminal Court of Appeals de- 
clined to issue a writ of habeas corpus 
to R. F. Wentz, who challenged tho 
right of Gov. Henry S. Johnston to or- 
der him returned to Little Rock, Ark., 
to face a charge of embezzling a dia- 
mond ring. Wentz’s attorney, David 
Tant, had argued that Gov. Johnston 
was automatically suspended last week 
by the acceptance of house impeach- 
ment charges by the senate. He con- 
tended that despite the fact that the 
senate had voted specifically not to sus- 
pend the governor until he was brought 
to trial, the State constitution made 
suspension mandatory. 


Refuses to Entertain Arguments. 


Presiding Judge Thomas H. Doyle, 
however, refused-to entertain Tant’s 
arguments. He held that even if the 
acceptance of charges had served to 
suspend Gov. Johnston, he was still 
governor in fact, since there had been 
no effort on the part of Lieut. Gov. 
W. J. Holloway to assume the office 
Judge Doyle’s view Was subscribed to 
by the other two members of the court. 

Tant, in filing the application, said 
he was aligned with neither faction of 
the political dispute and that he 
merely was taking advantage of the 
uncertain status of the administration. 

Subpenas were issued today to Gov. 
Johnston, all members of the State 
Supreme Court, Mrs. O. O. Hammonds, 
the governor’s confidential secretary; 
J. R. Armstrong, counselor, to the 
governor and Mrs. Hammonds’ uncle, 
and a number of administration ems 
ployes, ordering them to appear in 
district court tomorrow and give testi- 
mony relative to the present situation. 

The issuance of subpenas to adminis- 
tration followers was a counter move 
on the part of S. P. Freeling, former 
attorney general, retained as counsel 
for session leaders. 

Legislators Subpenaed. 

- Chief Justice Fred P. Branson of the 
Supreme Court, who is under an im- 
peachment charge because of his opin- 
ion holding the session illegal, made 
the first move by issuing subpenaes to 
approximately 50 members of the leg- 
islature who were active in - bringing 
the charges, declaring he wanted to get 
the facts before the citizens of the 
State. All witnesses are to appear in 
District Court tomorrow. 

The Criminal Court last week refused 
to take jurisdiction in another case 
which would have placed the question 
before it. E. R. Lewis, a citizen, was 
denied a writ of habeas corpus by the 
court after being held in contempt 
when he interrupted a meeting of the 
senate. The court held the applica- 
tion was not bona, fide. 

The effort to bring the situation be- 
fore the Criminal Court is indicative 
of a move to have the Federal courts 
pass on the legal entanglements 
created by the legislative session. In 
@ previous case the Criminal Court and 
the Supreme Court disagreed and the 
matter was appealed to the Federal 
Circuit Court.

Richmond, Va., Dec. 19 (A.P.).—The 
hustings court jury in the case of John

pay station line on the night of Novem- 
ber 15 which she thought had to do with 
the shooting that followed eariy the 
next morning when Mrs. Snipes and 
the former Sunday school superintend- 
ent were alone in the Snipes’ apart- 
ment. 

The defense contends the law gov- 
erning telephone. conversations pro- 
hibits the giving of testimony, unless 
the party hearing a conversation posi- 
tively recognizes the voice which is 
speaking. Counsel on both sides were 
citing authorities tonight. 

The Jury was called back to its box 
this morning for a brief period to hear 
testimony tor the defense by H. C. 
Robinson, aerial photographer, 
had been in Louisiana at the bedside 
of his mother.

all, the basis of the recipes for so many 
candies familiar to us—fondant. 
Fondant may have long been con- 
sidered a bugbear in candymaking, but 
if these directions are carefully fol- 
lowed, 1 think we shall have no diffi- 
culty in our endeavor, and once we 
learn to make a successful candy base. 
I feel sure we shall be attempting 
original candies of many sorts for our 
numerous occasions of entertaining. 


Vanilla Fondant. 


2 cupfuls of granulated sugar. 

1% cupfuls of water. 

2 tablespoonfuls of light corn sirup. 

1 teaspoonful of vanilla. 
. Put the sugar, water and corn sirup 
into a saucepan and cook slowly, stir- 
ring constantly until dissolved. Re- 
move the spoon and do not stir. the 
sirup again during the cooking. When 
the fondant begins to boil, cover the 
saucepan and cook for three minutes 
The steam formed washes down any 
sugar crystals which may be thrown 
on the sides of the saucepan. Remove 
the cover and continue cooking until 
when tested in cold water a soft bali 
is formed. Remove from the fire ana 
pour on to a cold, wet platter. Cool 
to lukewarm and then beat with a 
paddle until the fondant becomes 
white and creamy. Then add the 
Vanilla and knead until the mass is 
smooth and not the least. lump re- 
mains. Put this lump of fondant away 
in a cool place and allow it to ripen 
It must be kept at least overnight, and 
two or three days, while not necessary, 
is a preferred, length of time to wait 
before using the fondant. 


T eee as we shall .remember, we 


Chocolate Creams, 
Form some of the fondant that has 
been set aside for a day or two into 
tiny round balls. Melt.either unsweet- 


‘ened or the usual variety of milk choc- 
olate in a double boiler, without allow- 
ing the water to boil. Drop the balls oi 
fondant, one at a time, into the choco- 
late, and stir them around until they 
are thoroughly covered. Fish them out 
with a fork without piercing the center 
at all. Place on a wax paper to harden 
and in getting clear of the candy with 
a fork, bring it up and over the top of 
the candy, so that a tail of the choco- 
late will be curled up on the top of the 
completed cream. This marks your ef- 
fort as a hand-dipped article, and tends 
to give it a professional look. If at first 
you do not succeed in this business of 
dipping, do the usual thing—try again 
and again, and eat the failures. They 
are not hard to dip nor are they very 
easy, but they take a bit of practice. 


Bonbons. 


All kinds of bonbons may be made by 
using fondant that has been kept its 
time, and cover it, made into balls 
(with or without centers) with choco- 


fondant itself.. To glaze the finished 
bonbon, dip the balls that are made up 
of the cold fondant around their cen- 
ters of cherries, nuts, é&c., in a small 
amount of fondant that has been melted 
over hot water This is done just as the 
fondant is covered with chocolate. The 
hard outside shells of bonbons are pre- 
pared in this manner. 


Peanut Fudge. 


3 cupfuls of sugar. 

¥% cupful of light syrup. 

1 cupful of cream. 

Pinch of salt. 

Boil the ingredients until the mixture 
makes a firm, soft»ball when dropped 
into cold water. When partly cool, add 
a tablespoonful of peanut butter and a 
cupful of chopped walnut. Beat until 
creamy and pour into a buttered pan. 
When it has set, cut it in squares and 
again into smaller ones. “Hunks” of 
candy, however good the candy may be.

When the 
hair fades, this means that the tiny 
color cells under the scalp have ceased 
to function and need stimulating. To 
this end, massage is often valuable, 
especially massage with a good tonic 
Hit-or-miss methods will not do each 
night the tonic (good specialists’ prod- 
ucts are sold in the shops) should be 
poured into a saucer and applied to 
the scalp in various partings with ab- 
sorbent cotton. The balls of the finger- 
tips should be used to work the scalp 
in a slow rotary motion, and, when 
the scalp gives easily with the move- 
ment, it may be considered that the 
circulation has been started. Persis- 
tence in this massage treatment will 
not only prevent graying hair, but will, 
many times, revive faded hairs.

REORGANIZATION BEGUN 
UF POLICE TRIAL BOARD 


Commissioner Dougherty Has 
Asked Corporation Counsel 
to Propose Reforms. 


PROSECUTOR 


IS SOUGHT 


The District police trial board is 
about to be reorganized. Proctor L. 
Dougherty, president of the Board of 
District Commissioners, has asked Cor- 
poration Counsel W. W. Bride to con- 
sider the subject and make recommen- 
dations. 

Complaints have been continuous for 
three years or more that persons bring- 
ing charges against policemen have ex- 
perienced a uniform lack of success in 
pressing their accusations before the 
board. This has been attributed more 
to lack of Machinery for conducting 
trials than to prejudice in favor of po- 
licemen. 

At present the board consists of two 
police captains, Martin Reilly, who has 
been a member for three years, and Ira 
Sheetz, who has been a mémber for 
two years, and an assistant corporation 
counsel, W. H. Wwahly, who has served 
continuously since 1918. 

It is thought that one of the changes 
that will be made will be to limit the 
continuous service of any one member 
to not more than two years, although 
Qther terms of tenure, ranging from 
six months to three years, are under 
consideration. 

Consideration is being given also to 
changing the personnel of the board. 
The ideas ° 1} canvassed. are crea- 
tion of a wholly civilian board, one to 
consist of police officials and military 
men, or one dividing police member- 
ship between high officers and privates. 

Finally, it is proposed that an as- 
sistant corp; ation counsel * 2 assigned 
to prosecute cases. At present police- 
men have counsel, but no attorney ap- 
pears to aid the complainant ard the 
charges come before the board first on 
the day of trial so that there is no 
preparation except that of the defense. 
Dougherty says that he is also con- 
sidering similar reorganization of other 
District. boards.

CHURCH PASTOR, RESIGNS: 


Has Held Post 20 Years and 
Will Work for National 
Edifice Here. 


LETTER READ AT SERVICE 


Urging the appointment of a younger 
man aS his successor, the Rev. Charles 
Wood, 76-year-old pastor of the Pres- 
byterian Church of the Covenant, has 
submitted. resignation of his pastorate. 
On February 26 Dr. Wood will cele- 
brate the twentieth anniversary of his 
pastorate at the Covenant Church and 
it is likely that his successor will be 
installed shortly after the anniversary 

Dr. Wood's letter tothe clerk of 
sessions of the church follows: 

“Dear friends of the session: It is 
with very great regret that 1 feel 
called upon to resign the pastorate of 
the Church of the Covenant. February 
26 will be the twentieth anniversary 
of my coming to you and at that time 
I did not think myself justified in 
even hoping for more than five or ten 
years’ active’ work in the ministry 
The interests of the Church of the 
Covenant, as I see them expanding, 
now demand a’ pastor in the early 
prime of life. 1 therefore ask you to 
call a meeting of the church.and con- 
gregation at a convenient time before 
the close of the fisca] year, that this 
resignation may be accepted.” 

In his retirement, Dr. Wood wil) 
continue: to work for the construction 
of the National Presbyterian Church. 
to cost $5,000,000, at Connecticut 
avenue and Calvert street northwest 
He is president of the National Capital 
church extension committee and is 
actively engaged in the work. 

Dr. Wood was born June 3, 1851, in 
Brooklyn, N. Y¥., and was graduated 
from Haverford College and Princeton 
Theological Seminary. He was or- 
dained in the Presbyterian clergy in 
1873 and served. his church in Penn- 
Sylvania and New York prior to coming 
here nearly 20 years ago,

Printers Vote to Present Copy 
of Issue to Files of Smith- 
sonian Institution, 


| PUBLICATION DETAILS 


NARRATED BY CARTY 


Rev. James Shera. Montgom- 
ery Reads Paper on “The 
Romance of Printing.” 


After adopting a resolution congrat- 
ulating The Washington Post on the 
publication of its fiftieth anniversary 
number, the Washington Club of 


Printing House Craftsmen, at a ban- 
quet last nigtft in the Lee House, pre- 
sented a copy of the 156-page edition 
to the Smithsonian Institution for 
preservation. 

Ruel Pardee Tolman, assistant cur- 
ator of the division of graphic arts of 
the United States National Museum, 
who accepted the copy of The Post 
from Alton B. Carty, chairman of ‘the 
club’s. research committee, said that 
he will place it in the files of his 
division. 

Describing the mechanical and edi- 
torial feat to the members of the club, 
Carty said that the publication is one 
of the largest, if not the largest, ever 
published in Washington. 


Details of Publication. 


“It is made up,” he said, “of 112 
pages of text and advertisements and 
44 pages of rotogravure prints, making 
a total of 156 pages, each page equiva- 
lent of 8 columns, or a total of 1,248 
columns. The different sections were 
printed before the date of publication 
and outside storage space was used 
preparatory to the time of collating 
the sections. The sections were 
handled nine times in the process of 
assembling. 

“One hundred and. seventy-eight 
rolls of newsprint were wsed, of an 
average weight of 1,278 pounds, or a 
total of 227,449 pounds. A total of 
92,813 pounds of paper were used in 
the. printing of the rotogravure sec- 
tions, making a total of 320,262 pounds 
of paper ysed in printing the edition, 
The printing was done on two octu ne 
Hoe presses of a capacity of 30,000 
page papers an hour each. More than 
700 illustrations were used.” 

The resolution, introduced by Mr 
Carty and adopted by the club, is as 
follows: 

“Resolved, That the Washington Club 
of Printing House Craftsmen. heartily 
commends and congratulates the man- 
agement of The Washington Post for 
the 156-page edition issued December 
6, 1927, on the occasion of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the publication, and 
presenting a history of local and na- 
tional events covering that period, in an 
unusually interesting and attractive 
manner.” 


Composition of Club. 


Bert E. Bair, vice president of the 
club and superintendent of presswork 
at the Government Printing Office, pre- 
sided in the absence of the club’s pres- 
ident, John J. Deviny, formerly, first as- 
sistant director of the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing. The club is com- 
posed of executives of private and gov- 
ernmental printing, bookbinding and 
reproduction establishments, 

The Rev. James Shera Montgomery, 
chaplain of the House of Representa- 
tives and pastor of the Metropolitan 
Methodist Episcopal Church, spoke on 
“The Romance of Printing.” Dr. Mont- 
gémery was a printer in his early days.
